Bruce Mole interviewed Henry over the phone just before Black 
Flag's performance at Larry's Hideaway in Tor6nto, July 30th. The 
poor turnout, numbers wise, didn't hinder the impact of the perform- 
ance, it was great. 


Bruce: when did B.F. get together and what was the motivation behind 
it? 


Henry: Well, Greg started playing alot of the early Black Flag songs 
acoustically and he would play just to play, you know he never thought 
of being in a band. Then he started going to clubs and seeing bands 
play like the Ramones and the Dogs from L.A. and started seeing that 
people could really play and it didn't have to be high-tech and every- 
thing. Then he found some local freinds and formed a band. That's how 
it got rolling. 


Bruce: The lyrics seem to be very personal, is that the case? 


Henry: Yeah, the only person we can really speak of is ourselves, right. 
There is no real political side to the music or anything. To me that 

is finger pointing. I mean so many punk bands they just do so much 
finger pointing and they don't do anything that reveals any real guts, 
you know. 


Bruce: What bands do you like? 


Henry: I've been listening to alot of Grateful Dead and I like the 

new King Crimson album, “Three of a perfect pair", and I like the new 
Nick Cave record a whole bunch. Also, I've been playing the double live 
Sabbath album and the new Dio album is really good. 


Bruce: What about the delay between My War and the previous album? 
Henry: Yeah, that was due to court hassles, that was 27 months. 
Bruce: Yeah, that sort of explains the 2 new albums. 


Henry: Yeah, exactly right. But, we have alot more new stuff that we're 
working on, All kindsof different stuff.

According to Henry, Black Flag's music was not produced well en- 
ough (eq: minus polished sounds of Quiet Riot and Billy Idol) but if 
it ever did manage to aquire regular air-play on Fi stations it would 
be "great".

S.A.E. (Stop 
Animal Experiments) is a hugely growing organization which has made 
a very positive impression amoungst punks and has acquired modern, 
compact offices in Dublin where it co-ordinates direct action ag- 
ainst blood sports like coursing and pars Se baiting, as well as 
big companies who actively engage in viv section and animal exper- 
iments.
